tions have agreed on the territorial 
division of that province, although 
preserving its economic unity. After

Germany and Foreign Minister Skir- 
munt of Poland, Polish Minister Ol- 
szewski has been authorized to sign 
within a few days at Geneva 
-with 


German Minister Schiffer a conven- 
tion between the two countries com- 
prising 600 articles. The convention 
establishes a transitory status 
for 


Upper Silesia over a period of fifteen 
years. 
The convention, which Is no long- 


er than the treaty of Versailles, is 
considered one of the most complex 
diplomatic agreements ever reached. 
It must be ratified by the German 
and Polish parliaments within 
two 


weeks of the date of signature. 


Allied Troops to Be Withdrawn 
It le expected that June will see 


the end of the vexing Upper Silesia 
question when the interallied author- 
ities now occuping that region will 
hand over to Polish and German au- 
thorities the territories respectively 
assigned to 
them. 
Simultaneously 


the interallied troops, mosjtly French 
with small English and Italian con- 
tingents, will be withdrawn. 


Immediately afterwards, probably 


during August, according to the un-

KEW YORK.—A new figure fs ris- 


ing In the shipping world—William 
AvwreU Harriman, son of the srreat 
railroad -king, the late E. H. Harri- 
man. 
With a heritage of brains and tbe 


geniu? for organization that -n-as his 
father's greatest asset, Harriman is 
taking the 'leadership in building an 
Ajnericnn merchant marine. 
"It is a great constructive work." 
ke said, in describing for NEA Ser- 
vice his ambitions for American sMii- 
ping. "We are doing pioneer work." 


Harriman is only .30, yet. in five 
years he has become a po-n-er in ship- 
building and ship operation. 
"I got into the shipbuilding busi- 


ness by accident," he said. "And I'm 
keeping at it."

It was his keen foresight of the r.evd

ships; he dislikes talking of himself. 


He didn't say—though

men say so—that he has started ont 
to bring into realization one of the 
little known dreams of tho late rail- 
road king. A dream of the late E. H., 
when he died in 1000, was an Ameri- 
can merchant marine. 


There are 32 ships of approximate- 


ly 240.000 gross tons in the fleet op- 
erated by tie United American lines. 
They are owned by the AmPrican Ship 
and Commerce corporation and tho 
Affleri ran-Hawaiian Steamship com- 
pany and their subsidiaries. Harriiiian 
is chairman of the boards of the?'- 
companies, and his interests also jn- 
clude shipbuilding companies, stool 
foundry and machine companies, and 
a banking house.

I 
are generally nickel plated, and ninny I 
a defect can be hidden under a coat-1 
ing of nickel. 


The selection of the hand grip, cs 


to style, lies between bhe single find 
the double grip. After a .-lay's cnst- 
ing with tlie double grip you will won- 
der how you ever got along without it. 
It is far more comfortaWe to fish 
with, the upper grip giving yon a 
firmer and easier hold on the rod in 
reeling in the line, and at the same 
time eliminating the cramped position 
of the left hand. 
If you have never 


used the double grip, old man, treat 
yourself to a good thing and select 
that style in your next rod. 
In tha 


way of material, the solid cork grip. 
which is really made of a series' of. 
cork washers, makes the finest grip 
in the game and it sure has a soft 
feel to the hand. As a second choice 
the cane-wound grip is all right, but 
why take a second choice when you 
can get the real stuff.
